Y an overwhelming majority of over three to one in favor 
of the honds^the citizens of Oakland voted an issue of 
SS^MWRRTlnunicipal bonds at yesterday's'election. Of 
this sum, $2,144,000 is a reissue of bonds voted in the past 


at 4!/2 per cent interest at a higher rate, not to exceed 5'/2 per 
cent, to meet the changes in the money market, while $796,000 
is a new issue for the completion and furnishing of the new City 
Hall. 


The majority given the school bonds was 7223, the vote in 


favor having totaled 10,515 and that against 3292, according to 
the unofficial returns from the office of City Clerk Frank M. 
Smith. It requires a two-thirds majority to carry a bond issue, 
however, and these figures give a margin of over 1300 votes over 
the-necessary two-thirds.
